ſhippes,marchaundizes and monies,and thereby ſome further occaſion geuen to reuiue the fozmer freendly 
entercourſe of marchauntes on all partes,accozdyng to their mutuall deſire : the diſcontinuaunce whereof 
was neither intended no2 occaſioned by her Mateſtte. Derevpon it hath ſcemed meete toher Pateſtie,there- 
infolowyng the lyke 02der as tn the ſayde kynges name by deliberation of the ſaide Duke of Alua tn the ſaid 
lowe countrepes,hath ben publiſhed about the beginnyng of this moneth , that ſome certayne knowledge 
toulde be had of the loſſe and damage ofher Mateſties ſubiectes by reaſon of the fozeſaid arreſtes,ſoas their 
{ndempnities nyght be pzoulded foz. 

Ind therfoze her Pateſtie wylleth and commanndeth (hat all and enery her ſubiectes, oz others inhab(- 
tauntes within her Realmes #dominions, that wyll oz deſire tohaue deliuerie and reſtitution of their 
goodes, 02 any other thinges detepned and arreſted in any her Mateſties countreyes, ſhall within onemo- 
neth after the pablicatton hereofin any ſhire ofthis Kealme,pzeſent oz ſende into the handes of the pzinci- 
pall officers of any one of thele cities and townes folowyng,that is to ſay, London, Southampton,Baiſtoll, 
Cheſter, Newcaſtle , Yull, and Jpſwiche, as they ſhall finde it moſt conuenient, a certayne and particular 
declaration of the perſons, ſhippes,goodes,marchaundizes,debtes 02 money, which hath ben taken oz ſea- 
ſedby reaſon of the ſaide arreſtes in any ofthe ſapde kynges countreys and domintons, And after che ſame | 
ſhalbe ſodeliuered to the fozeſayde pzincipall officers of any of the fozeſayde Cities 02 Townes:Her Paieſtie
